•WILL FORCE ANNEXATION. 


In Tiew of the passage of the Ding- 


ley bill, Canada is now revising its 
rates to retalite on the United States 
for the proposed high rates on lumber 
and other Canadian products which 
find a market in this country, 


The revision of the tariff of the Do- 


minion government, will be submitted 
to parliament and it is quite probable 
that prohibitive rates of duty will be 
imposed on American manufactured 
goods that find a ready market in Can- 
ada. 


The high rate imposed on lumber, 


Bsh and agricultural products by the 
Dingley bill, will be a great advantage 
to England. This will be another in- 
stance, if the bill becomes .a law, where 
England will receive a direct benefit of 
onr legislation, while our working 
classes will be the sufferers. While in 
a measure, the Canadians will have the 
satisfaction of retaliation, they will not 
be satisfied -altogether with the situ- 
ation, for while they can buy in Eng- 
land they cauuot sell there. 


The United States has been a great 


market for Canadian products, but 
with prohibitory duties, the main ave- 
nue of trade is blocked, which mast 
necessarily create discontent among 
the^people. Tba problem is a perplex- 
ing one, and the result of a tariff war 
will be to develop annexation senti- 
ment in Canada. 


The leaders of the Liberal party now 


in power have always advocated what 
they call "commercial annexation." 


The Dingley bill, however, has con- 


vinced the Canadian Commissioners 
who visited Washington, that there is 
very little to ba hoped for in the direc- 
tion of commercial annexation. To the 
great mass of Canadian producer?, a 
market for their crops is of infinitely 
more importance, than the mainte- 
nance of the present relations with 
Great Britain. 


A Liberal party leader when asked 


what the Government of the United 
States could do to promote annexation, 
replied as follows: 


Establish a prohibitory tariff 
on 


Canadian products, shut Canadian fish 
out d( the markets of New England 
and New York, and deprive Canadian 
railroads of the bonded privilege. If 
yon do that we will annex ourselves to 
you within the next five years.

ITUI, LIKELY NOT OCCUR. 


The adoption of the resolution in the 


United States Senate by a unanimous 
vote, declaring that if the reports are 
trne concerning the probable execu- 
tion of Gen. Buis Eivera, the President 
of the United States should protest to 
the Spanish Government against such 
a violation of the rules of civilized war- 
fare, has the true ring to it, and no 
doubt 
the 
Spanish 
Government, 


through their representative at Wash- 
ington, was immediately informed of 
the Senate's action. This likely ac- 
counts for the fact that Gen, Bivera 
was not summarily put to death. . He 
has evidently been treated more court- 
eously and considerately, and the 
Spanish authorities are endeavoring to 
obtain his influence with the insurgents, 
on the condition that his life will be 
spared, if he will aid in checking the 
insurrection. It is believed, however, 
that Bivera is too ]oyal to Cuba's de 
mand for freedom to ever consent to 
such a proposition for the purpose of 
saving his life. 
,

He knows that if his life was taken, 


it would almost insure the success of 
Cuba in gaining the rights so long con- 
tended for and he is soldier enough to 
give up his life that his country may 
be free. 


Spain probably realizes' this out- 


come as well as the great General, and 
will no doubt act cautiously in all 
things. It is also quite apparent that 
she is weakening and will consequently 
grasp any opportunity to maintain her 
prestige, if one'appears. 


It is probable that General Bwera's 


life will be spared, bat Spain will use 
every conceivable effort to bring the 
Cuban's to time while they have the 
Cuban leader in their power. 


THE POSTOFFICES. 


Postmaster General Gary announces 


hie intention to continue the -old 
policy of distributingjpatronage. He 
says he will not deviate from the 
practice of former Administrations. 
Every United States Senator will have 
the privilege of recommending a post- 
master for his home postofflce, and 
each Republican Senator can name the 
postmaster for the largest postoffie in 
his district.

'-' Comic Tales and Sketches,"- and the 
success of the American book was the 
influence-that induced' the London pub- 
lisher tb assume the risk. In the same 
way the miscellanies collected from 
original sources and-published in 12 vol- 
umes by the Appletons, in New, York in 
1852 and 1858 induced the publication 
of the miscellanies in London in 1855 to 
1857. 
Thackeray carried ,home a set of 


these Appleton volumes to aid him in 
seleetihg the papers for the. London is- 
sue, and yet, would the bibliographer 
tell ns that the London edition of 1855-7 
was the"first," and that the New York 
edition exists not, at all?—Book Buyer.
